NOTE: The claims include new limitations which were not included in the previous set of claims.and which alter the 
scope of the current claims. For example, claim 66 now recites "by the operator" of the machine; claim 67 recites that the apparatus 
"produces a picture of a body part"; claims 70-72 have altered dependencies (no longer dependent from idenpendent claim 65); Applicant 
has included claims 74-75 which were cancelled in the most recently presented set of claims (5/27/08). More over, claim 75 is amended to 
recite a method and apparatus. Claims 76-77 have been amended to recite producing "a picture of a body part of a patient"; . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues claim llimitations that are not 
currently rectied. The applicant has presented a set of claims which were not presented for examination and which were not rejected in the 
Final Rejection. As to applicant's suggestion the examiner has failed to provide a motivation to combine the prior art, MPEP 2141 offers 
the following guidance: The key to supporting any rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 03 is the clear articulation of the reason(s) why the claimed 
invention would have been obvious. The Supreme Court in KSR noted that the analysis supporting a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 03 should 
be made explicit. The Court quoting In re Kahn, 441 F.3d 977, 988, 78 USPQ2d 1329, 1336 (Fed. Cir. 2006), stated that "[Rjejections on 
obviousness cannot be sustained by mere conclusory statements; instead, there must be some articulated reasoning with some rational 
underpinning to support the legal conclusion of obviousness. 

In the instant case the examiner has provided a motivation or rationale support the holding of obviousness in each rejection and to 
explain why one of ordinary skill in the art would have found the modification or combination obvious. . 
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
